SECTION 3. This act shall not in any wise re-
peal or amend any of the provisions of chapter
393, laws of 1891, but the said provisions of said
chapter 393, laws of 1891, in so far as they are
applicable to the expenditures of moneys hereby
appropriated, and all reports relevant thereto,
and all other duties imposed by said act are
hereby continued in force in respect to appro-
priations herein made, in so far as the same can
be applied thereto.

CHAPTER 286.

AN ACT to provide compensation for the offi-
ciating chaplains of the senate and assembly
for the session of 1897,

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
scnate and assembly, do enact as folloes:

SecTioN 1. There is hereby appropriated to
each and every clergyman who has or may here-
after officiate as chaplain of the senate or as-
sembly, the sum of fifteen dollars for each week
of such service during the session of the legis-
lature for the year 1897. The payment shall be
made upon the certificate of the chief clerks of
the senate and assembly showing the amount
to which each such chaplain is entitled.

SECTION 2. This act shall take. effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation.
